Upon further reviewing the claims, the Patentee and Applicant, Anthony I. Proviiola, noted that the 
following two errors were made by the patentees which should be corrected as indicated: 

In Claim 49, column 10, line 10 of the Patent delete "input" after "(e)". 

In Claim 49, column 10, line 12 of the Patent delete "(e)" before "submission" and insert -(f)- 

before "submission". 



As to the error in the Detailed Description of the Invention it will be observed from an 
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inspection of the Application that the reference character "9" in the Application was erroneously 
changed to "2" upon issue and publication by the United States Patent and Trademark Office. 

As to the first error in Claim 49, it will be observed that the inclusion of the word "input" 
before the word "inputting" in step (e) of the method is an erroneous grammatical.redundancy of the 
word "inputting", said redundancy being erroneously overlooked for elimination in in the final 
editing of the claims. The failure to eliminate said redundancy from part (e) of Claim 49 is a mistake 
of clerical nature and of a minor character, and elimination of said redundancy by deletion as 
requested does not constitute new matter or require reexamination. 

As to the second error in Claim 49, it will be observed that the method claimed includes six 
labeled steps in alphabetical order starting with "(a)", and the last and sixth step is labeled (e), as is 
the fifth step before it, when it should have been labeled (f). The mislabeling of the sixth step as 
(e) by the patentee, instead of correctly labeling it (f), was a mistake in typography, of a clerical 
nature, and of a minor character.
